THE TAX ON RECEIPTS 


On January ist next the tax on re- 
eipts comes into. operation. It is not, 
as in the ‘euse of cheques, a graduated- 
tax, but a flat rate of two cents on 
levery receipt for the sum of $10 and 


It will, therefore, be a light imposi- 
tion on individual. transactions, antl in 
the aggregate, we imagine, ‘says the 
Montreal Gazette, will not produce 


» a large revenue. The object of the 
¥ legislation, indeed, appears to be to 


reach transactions in which money 
only is used, so that these, may be 
as re- 
gards. taxation, ‘as transactions in 
which cheques are employed.. We ar-

section of the act. And it this exemp- 
tion clause is not sufficient, there is 
the other one specifically exempting 
what are popularly termed “voucher 
cheques.’ A cheque drawn in payment 
of a debt and so specified, or a receipt 


Pi endorsed or otherwise written upon a 


cheque acknoyledging receipt of the 
consideration money, is not liable for 
the tax, because this instrument is 
already subject to stamp duty. 

It was apparently the purpose of 
the finance minister to avoid double 
taxation, that is to say taxation on 
both payer who draws the cheque and 
payee who receipts for the same. An 
impost has already been put upon 
cheques, and a fairly stiff one, but no 
tax has been provided for the casg of 
cash or money payments, and it was 
to cover the latter that the stamp tax 


|on receipts has been introduced. To 


some extent the tax on cheques could 
be avoided by persons who employed ' 
only silver and bills in their business, 
and to prevent such evasion the ‘law 
which goes into effect on Januury 1st 
was enacted. It will not, we think, 
cause any serious inconvenience, nor 


add greatly to the public revenue. Its | 


enforcement rests upon individual 
honesty, since the transactions are-di- 
rect between persons, require no in- 
termediary, and are beyond the pale 
of official detection. Adequate safe- 
guard for the collection of the tax on 
cheques is, on the other hand, provid- 
ed through the agency of the banks, 
none of which will accept or honor an 
unstamped cheque, and whose inter- 
est it is to enforce the law. Upon 
the whole, we are inclined to think 
the stamp tax on receipts will cause. 
no inconvenience nor imposé any ser- 
ious burden. —Ex. :

MERCBANT’S VIEWS | 


| To the Editor of the Globe: I have 
read with much interest your adver- 
Sty sheet, booming the new postal 
C.0.D. service, also. your «questionaire 
‘and thought it might be of interest 
‘to, give you my views on the: matter, 
from a double standpoint, first, of a. 
rural postmaster, and secondly, a re- 
, tail merchant in a rural district. 
We admit, of course, that‘ this ger- 
| vice from the standpoint of a Toron- 
| to daily paper, looks like a pretty good 
thine, not. as much, perhaps, for the 


"general public as for the Toronto de- 


"partment stores, whose money, collec- 
ted from all parts of the Dominion, 
_yields large. profits that, are invested. 
in Toronto. 

However, to be fair in this matter, 

we must look at all sides of the ques- 
tion. In every postoffice in the coun- 
try the postmaster and his assistants 
| spend all their time-and energy in a 
" service, with less pay and longer 
hours of work, and are finding them- 
selves every year more and more an 
“Annex” to the Toronto departmental 
stores, 
«.The postmaster’s salary is based— 
not on the mail matter he distributes, 
or the tonnage that he handles, but 
on the number of stamps that he sells. 
Consequently, two or three stamps 
that he sells will bring him fifty or a 
hundred pounds of mail matter to dis- 
tribute, for which he receives neither 
pay nor commission. 

This in itself would seem to be a 
sufficient ‘burden to add to the. ordin- 
ary postoffice work, but now a patern- 
al Government, imitating our Ameri- 
can neighbors, makes the postniaster, 
already nearly crowded out of his of- 
fice with mail order parcels, respon- 


| sible for the collection of department the business one or two families of 


store accounts, through the C.O.D. 
service. It is absolutely no benefit 
or convenience to the public; a pack- 
age cannot be delivered until the 
charges are paid, and it simply adds 
work and expense. As an instance of 
this: A firm in Toronto Advertised a 
two-dollar article at a special price of 
one dollar. A patron of this office 
sent the dollar and the article is mail- 
ed to him: with a C.O.D. charge of 
$1.15. Including charges, ‘the amount 
to pay is $1.22 which he must pay be- 
fore he gets his. purchase, 

That is the Postmaster’s ‘side of the 
story; now, look at it from the stand- 
point of the retail merchant, and 
‘show us where the public receives any 
benefit, True, the Toronto merchants 
are enabled to unload “sight unseen,” 


; advertising, and, in many cases, he is _ 
' waiting for His money; while his cus- 


‘carry a pretty heavy stock too, com- 


knives, a quantity of goods. that they 


the money they receive is invested’ in 
Toronto and nien times out of ten 
they. get away with: the transaction

School houses erected and teachers employed. to instruct a small 
group of children whereas double the number could be provided for at practi- 
cally the same ‘expense—-and even these small groups have to be collected 
from unreasonably long distances in all too numerous cases, 

‘The construction roads, telephones, the maintenance of postal routes and 
other services through districts having such scanty population that. the serv- 
ices in question pass by miles of unoccupied lands and are consequently ex- 
cessive in cost to the few who have to pay, or be denied such services.
